KEEPS THE HOME TOGETHER 


Under tho Law Widows Are Enoibled 
to Clothe, Feed and Educate Their 
Children—Will Do Away With Pub- 
lie 
Institutions, 
Which 
Cannot 
Take the Place of the 
Mother— 
New York Is Investigating With a 
View to the Adoption of the Sys- 
tem.

N. J.—she 
stands 
In 
tho door of the shanty she cnlla 
home on the outskirts of the 
city. 
A child 
clings to each 
hand and another dutches tightly to 
tho folds of her pink calico dress. Just 
inside tho door stands two new brass 
cribs 
Across the gloomy aspect of 
broken kitchen chairs 
and 
patched 
table beyond are hooks in the brick 
chimney on which hang children's gar- 
ments with the bright stamp of new- 
ness oil them. 
There Is coal in tho 
csouttle by tho range, with its cracked 
lids, and there is food a-cooking. Dingy 
and gloomy Is the interior of the sin- 
gle room, but it is spotlessly clean. 


Tliis Is the home of the first widow 
tn Jersey to be pensioned for being 
•what she Is—Just a poverty-stricken 
mother. 
The 
cribs, the coal, 
the 
clothes, tho food are results of that 
llrst pension check. 


Homes Are Proof of Worth, 


To the outside world perhaps tho 
Widow's Pension act passed in Jersey 
last July is a hazy reality, the real sig- 
nificance of which Is hardly appreciat- 
ed. 
It Is only when one can peer into 
a home where the pension has come— 
or perhaps, more aptly, has peered in- 
to it before and after the coming— 
that it dawns on one what this pen- 
sioning of widowed women who have 
children dependent upon them really 
means. 


iirlefly the widows' pension was tho 
dream of Isaac T. Nichols, 
senator 
from Cumberland county, who plainly 
stated that in his opinion a woman 
who brought children into the world 
was entitled to a pension for her work 
when her husband, or support, was 
taken from her by death. 
That was 
the beginning. 
Senator Nichols was 
for pensioning every mother of a child 
under sixteen years old. 
But there 
were those who objected. Such a broad 
act, they said, would allow unmarried 
women with children, women with hus- 
bands still living and others to share 
tn the reward intended really for the 
widowed mother. The bill was amend- 
ed, and became a law on July 4. 


First Pension on July 22. 
By July 22 the first hearing to deter- 
mine the granting of pension had been 
hold, and the first pension was grant- 
ed. 
It Is only a matter of time when 
every state will have its pensioned 
mothers, Senator Nichols said. 


There are 
34G 
widowed 
mothers 
drawing pension in New Jersey, and 
the number 
is 
steadily increasing. 
There are pensioned mothers in every 
one of the state's 21 counties save one. 
The one exception from which no re- 
quest has come is Ocean county. In the 
southern part of tho state. 
Why no 
cry from a needy mother has been 
heard from there Is a mystery to the 
•tato board of children's 
guardians 
which has the supervision of the pen 
alons and pensioners In hiind. 


Tho process a widowed mother must 
employ to gain a pension is simple. 
First, she must write to tho state 
board 
of 
children's 
guardians 
for 
application blanks. 
She will receive 
three blanks, all identical. 
She must 
nil in each, one for tho state board, 
one for the overseer of tho poor in 
her district and one for the Judge of 
the county 
court, 
where 
her 
case 
eventually will bo heard. 


County Foots the Bills. 
On receipt of her application 
the 
state board sends Investigators to de* 
¿ermine her condition. Then a date is 
set for her hearing and she goes into 
court and tells her story. The inves- 
tigation of the state board is offered 
In evidence, and the judge passes on 
whether or not she is eligible to a 
pension. 
If she becomes a pensioner 
the checks are sent her out of the 
funds of the county In which she lives. 


The amount of the pension, which 
Is really Intended for the support of 
her children, Is fixed by law. It Is 
a month for one 
%U a month 


ior two children 
J $18 a month for 
three children, and 
for each 
child 
thereafter ?4 a month. 
The 
state 
board's Investigators have supervisory 
charge of the dispensation of the pen- 
¿alofl and of the conduct of the mother. 
At the arrival of a child at the age of 
sixteen, or before, at the discretion of 
the board, the pension for that child 
can be discontinued. 
This, briefly, Is 
•what New Jersey has done for its 
widowed mothers. 
How has the plan 
worked out?

New York 
Investigating. 


K<iw York is fighting for the very 
law New Jersey now has. 
Tho fore- 
most charity and philanthropic stu- 
dents In New York city ardently in- 
dorse it. 
Every club In the City Fed- 
eration and all those throughout the 
state have given it their unqualified 
approval. 
The state of New York has 
taken a step In the direction of wid- 
owed mothers' pensions. 
Last 
year 
the governor appointed a commission 
to investigate the workings of the law 
In several states. Including New Jer- 
sey. This committee will report upon 
the advisability of enacting similar re- 
lief legislation. 
One of the members 
of the commission is Mrs. William Ein- 
stein, president of the Widowed Moth- 
ers' Fund, who for many years has 
been the heart and soul of the now 
great movement. 
According to her. 
there really Is but one side to the 
question, 


"There Is not a bit of doubt." she 
doclared," that the state owes 
the 
duty to the children. 
I speak ad- 
visedly of the children Instead of the 
mothers, 
However difllcult and pa- 
thetic may be the condition of a wid- 
owed mother, who Is unable to support 
her children and who must bring them 
up in a state of pitiful sordiness or re- 
linquish them to the state, tho condi- 
tion of the children Is worse. 


Eighteen States Give Relief, 


"The Infiuences of their early years 
are the Infiuences of a lifetime, and 
they make or mar them. And certainly 
it Is obligatory upon the administra- 
tion to see that all possible be done to 
make those influences 
of the 
best. 
Mother love and homo surroundings 
are of iuestlmable value, and since the 
state can preserve those to the chil- 
dren it should do so. 


"Since I have been Interested In this 
problem. 18 states have adopted a sys- 
tC2Q of relief for widowed muchers, and 
in every one of them it is working 
beautifully. It can't help but be a last- 
ing success. 
The argument that the 
state will be spending too much money 
Is not worth consideration. 
The only 
difference is that the money will go di- 
rectly into the needy homes Instead 
of into Institutions, 
It will do In- 
finitely 
more good In those 
homes 
tlmn In Institutions. 


"And, what is just as important, wo 
wish to do away entirely with private 
charity. That accomplishes very little 
It Is only 
a 
temporary relief 
and 
doesn't for a moment get at the big 
principle of the situation." 


Mr. I3ruere, the head of the Bureau 
of Municipal Jtesearch. 
believes in 
such relief, but he declares the pres- 
ent scheme does not go far enough or 
quite grasp the underlying principle of 
the question. 


Would Go Even Further. 


"As a step in the right dlrectloui" 
he said, "I am in favor of the present 
movement. 
In considering It 1 have 
gone through many phases. And while 
I am theoretically in tliorough agree- 
ment with it, I cannot help thinking 
tl;at it stops a little short. 


"I prefer a general social insurance 
that will lay less stress on relief as a 
necessity and more on the payment as 
a right. 
For unquestionably there is 
nn indubitable right that these moth- 
ers and children should have relief. 


"The danger in the present scheme, 
it peems to me, is that the mother has 
no absolute surety she wall be paid, 
and that there is no incentive for a 
husband and father to provide for his 


family. 
However, the widowed moth- 
ers' relief plan is excellent 
It indi- 
cates a wholesome interest 
in 
pre- 
ventive work. It shows a splendid de- 
velopment of public thinking." 


Of the clubwomen 
of 
New 
York 
city. 80,000 In all, and the clubwomen 
of New York state. 200,000 of them, 
thero is not one who is not an 'snthusl- 
astic advocate of tho idea. 
B'lorence 
Guernsey, president of the Federation 
of Women's Clubs, expressed herself 
forcibly. 


"State Owes^lt to Mothers." 
"I am very much in favor of it," she 
declared. 
"I think it is a fine, a won 
derful thing. Only those who know of 
the tragedies of a home In which the 
bread winner Is gone can appreciate 
what such a thing will mean. 
The 
state owes something to the mothers, 
and It is Its duty to accept its obliga- 
tion. 
I think It is the mother who 
should look after the children, take 
care of them, and no one else, and the 
mother should be given the opportun- 
ity to do so. 


"All of the clubs of the city federa- 
tion, as well as of the state, have in- 
dorsed the work being done to bring 
about such a state of affairs, and If 
there Is any one thing women demand 
wholeheartedly It is relief for widowed 
mothers," 


Mrs. A. M. Palmer, president of the 
Rainy Day club, was even more em- 
phatic. 


"It would make 
better 
men 
and 
women." she declared. 
"There is no 
InOuehce that can compare with that 
of a mother and with that of a home, 
and a child deprived of these is handi- 
capped for life. It has not the advant- 
ages of those infiuences tliat make for 
fine manhood and womanhood, 


"Love, affection, care—these are the 
necessary things. 
Nothing Is so im- 
portant, 
No state institution can give 
them, and a child In such a place la 
inevitably hardened, and its finer in- 
stincts never expand and develop as 
they would In an atmosphere of love 
and home. The chance of maternal ful- 
fillment Is a duty owed by the state 
both to the mother and the child." 


Mrs. Brown a Supporter, 
Mrs. William Grant Brown, a leading 
clubwoman, who but recently returned 
from a trip abroad, where she went as 
a delegate to 
several 
conventions, 
speaks in similar fashion, 


"I am so 
much 
interested in 
tha 
movement," she said, *'that 
I 
have 
given up a considerable amount of my 
time to the work. All those who know 
the conditions In the 
homes of 
tho 
poor agree that relief for widowed' 
motheVs is a much needed hit of legis- 
lation, and almost all charity workers 
favor relief directly in the home, 


"It will be not only an economic sav- 
ing in the long run, and perhaps even 
in the short run, but It also will be p. 
blessing so great that it is hardly con- 
ceivable, 
Only the mother, who will 
be able to retain her first born, and 
the little girl who need no longer fear 
the strange faces of some state Institu- 
tion can truly appreciate all it means,"' 
Miss Frances Pay is general agent 
of the New Jersey state board. She Is 
a woman of broad comprehension and 
human sympathy. 
Many of xhe cases 
she has investigated herself, and she 
knows what the granting Qf these pen- 
sions mean to many a poor mother. 


400 Applicants So Far, 
The greatest 
number of

son and Essex counties, the two most 
thickly populated In

Germany Was Leader In Scheme Now 
Universally Recognlred as of 
High Importance. 


Probably the most striking proof of 
the changing order in the world of in 
dustry, writes Henry Harrison L.ewls, 
In Business, Is to be found in the re- 
markable Interest now shown In this 
country in the prevention of indus- 
trial accidents and the equitable com- 
pensation of Injured 
workmen, 
it 
probably serves no purpose to point 
out that Germany has been Intelligent- 
ly and sclentlflcally conserving her 
working classes for thirty years, and 
certain oth^r European countries al- 
most as long, except to show tnat we 
are laggards in industrial progression. 


Less than five years ago intelligent 
and systematic prevention of Indus- 
trial accidents was 
practically 
un- 
known in the United States except In 
a few advanced factory plants and on 
certain large railways. Mot only were 
safety devices conspicuous by tnelr 
absence, but in the matter of employ- 
ers' liability, the ancient clauses or 
"fellow servant," "contributory negli- 
gence" and "assumption of risk" were

The city streets resound with the mallet blows 
of the dough pounders making "mochi," the Jap- 
anese equivalent of plum pudding. 
All debts are 
paid. 
New clothes are bought. 
There are toys 
for the children, and picture cards tliat bring good 
fortune and are good to dream on when tied se- 
curely to the wooden pillow, 


O, happy Now Year! 
Day will hardly dawn be- 
fore each town and village will be stirring. 
There 
is so much to do in celebration. 
First there will 
come the ceremonial breakfast, when the health 
of all the family must be drunk in that rice wine 
called "zonl." 
Then visits must be paid to all 
acquaintance. 
Father will wear no more the tra- 
ditional costume, fantastic and peculiar. 
For him 
the frock coat now, of European manufacture. But 
mother, in her quaint kimono and elaborate head- 
dress, will look Just as she has looked on New 
Year's day since time immemorial. 


The clxJldren will be decked out In gorgeous 
colors; they will throng the streets, clattering 
along on their wooden clogs In pigeon toed but 
Joyful haste, and shouting "Banzai!" to friends 
and foreigners. 
In the streets clowns will per- 
iorm 
strange antics, exclaiming loudly 
mean- 
while: 


"Hail, hail, ye gods of heaven and earth! 
Sig- 
nificant omens are in the air, and the universe is 
full of lucky signs," 


To accompaniment of fluto and 
drum, 
two- 
legged lions will give the 
"lions' 
dance" 
in 
masque. 
Strange jnasqueraders will dart hither 
and thither through streets and temple gardens. 
It will be a happy time for Japanese children. 
For three glad days every little girl will expect 
to play her favorite game of shuttlecock sind bat- 
tledore. 
The boys Avlll fly their brand pew kites. 
The children will play games with brightly col- 
ored balls, chanting countless rhymes. 
Grown 
people will play New Year's card games. 
Tho 
firemen 
will give acrobatic exhibitions on their 
ladders. 
Every nook and corner of Japan will be 
in gala dress and gala mood. 


Northern France is not far behind Japan in ap- 
preciation of the significance of the New Year. 
There Christmas, so important on our calendar, is 
scarcely celebrated, except by attendance at mid- 
night mass and by a festal supper. 
But the last 
night of the year, the "Vigil of Bt, Silvestre," calls 
for observance, and the first day of tho new year, 
"le Jour do Tan." or "le Jour d'etrene/' is dedicated 
to the renewal of friendship and to general gift 
giving. 


So universal, in fact, has the custom become of 
giving presents and pretty little souvenirs that the 
expression "bonne etrene" means good fortune 
and "mal etrenne" misfortune.

ers are acceptable gifts in France, but there is 
only one real rule in the^ matter—a New Year's 
gift must not be useful,

In most Scotch households, as in France, New 
Year's day takes the place of Christmas, an evi- 
dence of ancient sympathy when both countries 
regarded England as a mutual enemy. On the last 
night of the year, In rural district, groups of men 
and boys go dlsguished from house to house sing- 
ing curious £ongs, such as this: 


Rise up, good wife, and shak' yer feathers, 
Dinna think that we are beggars; 
We are baJrnies come to play, 
JRlso up and give us hogmanay.

blue and white marks that decorate every dwell- 
ing in the village. 


Scotland is, as well, tho land of cakes, and at 
this season the bakers' 
shops are 
filled 
with 
toothsome dainties, sugar covered and mottoed 
in ice, 


Germany observes various customs. 
Calls are 
made on January 1, and gifts are exchanged; 
delicious little cakes are eaten in honor of the 
festal day. 
Different neighborhoods have char- 
acteristic rites and superstitions. 


Thus, in the Black Forest a workman likes to 
work a little bit at his trade the first day of the 
year, to coax luck in busineBs; most picturesque 
is tho vender of clocks, who sets out to sell one at 
least of his wares. 
Munich drinks deep to the 
health of the season in good Bavarian brew. 


Jena, wliose people recognize descent from those 
ancient Germans who believed in a god 
that 
brought light and warmth each year into the 
world to overcome the cold and dark of winter, 
builds in Its public square at New Year's time a 
great bonfire, which typifies this ever new gift 
of the genial old deity that loved warmth and 
gave light. 


Thither at midnight the people carry the things 
they wish to cast out of their lives wiU* the old 
year. 


Fire as a New Year's symbol is favored In 
Wales, as well. 
There flres are burned on New 
Year's day to purify tho house for tho entrance of 
a new and gladsome era; and the ashes are kept 
sacredly from year to year, esteemed for special 
medicinal virtues. 


Tho ringing of bells t a announce the death of 
the old year and the birth of the new one is 
common in England and Scotland and in some 
parts of the United States. 
In many 
English 
churches impressive midnight services are held. 


In the dales of Westmoreland it is usual to 
open the west door to let the old year out and to 
open the east door to let the new year in. 


In England it is still an enjoyable practice to 
offer a mince pie to every caller during the last 
week of the old year, for every pie eaten under a 
different roof represents a happy month during 
the year to come. Often as January 1 draws near 
one hears the expression: 


"Thanks, I Jiave eate^i my twelve, so please ex- 
cuse me." 


What probably is tho strangest New Y"ear's rite 
is hold in the revenues mountains, in southern 
France. 
At the last evening mass of the old 
year the herds and flocks of the peasantry are 
gathered before the portico of the little stone 
church high up on the mountain side and are

In 1891, twenty years ago, United 
States Commissioner John A. Shields 
of New York, then fifty-two years old, 
and for thirty-seven years a federal 
olDce holder, was spoken of In a news- 
paper article aa having held office as 
loT^ as any other public ofllclal. 
Re- 
cently Commissioner Shields celebrat- 
ed his seventy-second birthday, and It 
found him still holding office after 
fifty-seven 
years of service. 


Commissioner Shields Is tho patri- 
arch of all federal officials. 
Mention 
Is never made of the commissioner in 
print without speaking of his whis- 
kers. 
They are snow 
white, 
silky, 
long and full, and ho wears them part- 
ed in the middle, like Lord Dundreary. 
They bespeak venerablllty, but 
they 
are the only symptom of age to bo 
found anywhere in the commissioner'» 
personal neighborhood. 


"I have served the government fifty- 
seven years," the commissioner said 
to a reporter, "and the only reason- 


that I probably will not serve it for fifty-seven years more is that I possibly 
will not live that long. If I do, however/you probably will find me still hero 
at the end of that time." 


In April. 1855, Johnny Shields/sixteen years old, entered the govern- 
ment's employ as a messenger boy. 
He put in his spare time studying law. 
In 1869 John A. Shields, thirty years old and a member of the bar. was ap- 
pointed United States commissioner. 
In 1888, at the age of forty-nine, h© 
was made clerk of the United States circuit court, which office he has held 
continuously ever since. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars have been 
received by him for the government in the ordinary routine of his office 
duties, a single day's fines once amounting to over |100,000 In some railroad 
rebate cases.

Judge Walter Bordwell was the pre- 
siding Judge in the McNamara 
trial 
at Los Angeles, which abruptly ended 
by the confession of guilt ¿f the ac- 
cused, and it was he who pronounced 
the prison sentences upon the broth- 
ers. The Judge issued a formal state- 
ment giving his views as to the trial 
and especially what brought about its 
termination. 
This, he said, was done 
with the hope of correcting if possible 
some misconceptions due to errone- 
ous publicatiojts. 


In the first place, the Judge declared, 
tho claim or suglestion that the ter- 
mination of the cases was due to the 
efforts of outsiders who undertook to 
Influence the officers of the court— 
other 
than the Judge—was without 
Justification 
in 
fact. 
He also 
de- 
nounced the claims of a certain writ- 
er and of other persons for him that 
the change of pleas from "not guilty" 
to "guilty" was due to his efforts as 
groundless. 
The district attorney, the 


Judge said, acted entirely without regard to the outsiders and on lines de- 
cided upon before tho latter appeared on the scene. 
The district attorney, 
according to Judge Bordwell, could have had James B. McNamara's plea of 
guilty long before if he had been willing to dismiss the cases against his 
bi-other, but he refused. 


"The lesson taught by the cases," Judge Bordwell concluded, "is that 
the law must be rigorously enforced against all offenders—whether they be 
rich or poor, high or low, capitalists or laborers—and that only by obedience 
to the law can society be maintained or its blessings enjoyed,"

Historic Berets. 


Catherine de Medici, the wife of 
Henri 
II. of France, and 
Diane 
de 
Polctlers were responsible for many 
of the fashions 
of 
their day, 
and 
among others for the cap that 
has 
just 
taken 
the 
world 
of modes 
by 
storm and is to be reckoned with as 
one of the coming designs. 


The cap will be known 
indlscrim- 
intely as the beret, the student's, the 
Tudor and the Henri II. model, be- 
cause It partakes of the salient fea- 
tures of the Pyrenean peasant's cap, 
with its full and flopping crown and 
the old university student's cap, still 
seen abi'oad, as well as being trace- 
able, as has been said, to the period 
of the king of France. 


In one of the new presentments of 
the beret the velvet bag that 
com- 
poses the crown flops far down the 
back of the wearer and the feather 
that curls over it fall further still. 
In 
another the initiative of the sixteenth 
century model is more closely follow- 
ed as regards the crown, but the nar- 
row brim of old, which fitted the head 
and was designed originally for the 
practical purpose of keeping the cap 
on, is extended to provide an orna- 
mencai setting. 


Ona of the Healthiest and Not Altogeth 
• r Properly Appreciated Articles of 
Food—Chocolate Pudding Will 
Be Found Delicious. 


Persons who have lived in Mexico, 
says the New York Sun, have acquired 
a taste for rice polenta, which calls for 
a cupful of rice, a tablespoonful each 
of butter, vinegar 
and molasses, 
a 
tablespoonful of mustard, a teaspoon- 
ful of onion Juice, salt and 
pepper. 
Boll the rice until tender and drain. 
Then rub it through a sieve and mix 
with the other ingredients. 
Cook all 
together about ten minutes and serve 
as a vegetable. 


For Spanish rice, brown half a cup- 
ful of rice In hot fat, add an onion 
chopped fine, a tomato and a mashed 
clove or garlic. 
Cover with hot 
wa- 
ter, season with salt and pepper and 
cook in the rice until It is tender, add- 
ing water as it Is needed, but not stir- 
ring. 


For rice tortillas, mix a cupful of 
flour, a cupful of rice, half a cupful 
of milk, a tablespoonful of butter and 
a little salt. 
Knead mixture thorough- 
ly, break off pieces and pat into cakes 
until each cake Is large and very thin. 
Bake on a griddle until brown. 


To make cheese cakes, bring half 
a cupful of milk and two 
tablespoon- 
fuls of butter to a simmer, and then 
stir in a tablespoonful of flour mixed 
with three tablespoonfuls 
of 
boiled 
rice. 
When the milk is all taken up 
gradually four eggs thoroughly 
beat- 
en 
and 
a 
cupful ot 
grated cheese. 
Season 
highly 
with 
salt, 
pepper 
ana cayenne, take from the fire, make 
Into cakes and fry in hot fat. 


Minced ham and boiled rice mixed 
together and filled Into Individual bak- 
ing dishes with an egg on the 
top 
make an excellent luncheon dish. Fill 
the little dishes about half full of the 
rice and, ham mixture and put them 
into the oven until they are 
heated 
through. 
Then remove, drop an egg 
into each with bits of butter, salt and 
pepper over the top, and bake until 
the white is set. 


Cakes made of corn meal and .cold 
boiled rice make a variation In the 
breakfast breads. Use a cupful of rice 
to two vcupfuls of the meal and mix in 
a tablespoonful of fiour, a teaspoonful 
of salt/, a well-beaten egg, two cupfuls 
of milk, a tablespoonful of butter and 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of baking 
powder. 
Bake in gem tins 
for 20 
minutes. 


For rice pudding without eggs turn 
half a pound of well-washed rice into 
a buttered pan with three cupfuls of 
cold milk. Sweeten and flavor to taste, 
grate a little nutmeg over the 
top 
and scatter a few bits of butter, and 
bake for three hours at least In a very 
slow oven. 


For rice chocolate pudding, soak half 
an ounce of gelatine in a cupful of 
cold milk and meantime grate three 
ounces of chocolate into a pint 
of 
scalding hot milk. 
Turn the chocolate 
and milk over the gelatine, and when 
the gelatine Is dissolved stir in a cup- 
ful of sugar, the whites of four eggs 
and a teaspoonful of vanilla. 
When 
the mixture Is very cold whip it to a 
froth, turn it over cold boiled rice and 
«firve very cold. 


Penochl. 


'' Two cups brown sugar, one cup of 
white sugar, two-thirds cup of milk, 
picce of butter about as large as an 
English walnut. 
Cook until It forms 
a waxy ball when dropped in cold wa- 
ter. 
Have half cup walnuts and three 
or four figs put through chopper ready 
to add when needed. 
Just before tak- 
ing sugar, etc., from stove add a small 
pinch of cream tartar, as that tends 
to make penochl creamy. 
Take from 
stove and stir until it begins to grain 
under the spoon. 
Then add vanilla, 
nuts and figs and pour into buttered 
platter. 
Cut Into squares when cool. 


Plum Pudding, 


Two pints of bread crumbs, three 
tablespoons of baking powder, mixed 
with three pints of sweet milk. Cream 
one-quarter of a cup of butter, with a 
teacup of sugar; 
add half 
teaspoon 
each of 
salt, ground cloves, 
grated 
nutmeg and lemon extract and 
six 
well beaten eggs. 
Stir all into the 
milk and crumbs; 
add one pint of 
stoned raisins, pint of currants, cup 
of suet and a cup of citron cut line. 
Mix well and steam four hours. 


Spice Box, 
A box, omitting lid, about length of 
kitchen table and eight Inches squaie, 
lined all (except one long side, next 
to where lid would fasten) with white 
oilcloth, makes a handy place if hung 
on nail, above table, for spices, baL'- 
ing powder, etc. 
Cover top with col- 
ored oilcloth, allowing enough to hang 
over for curtain and 
cover 
ends. 
Brass screw eyes on each end 
are 
^euiy to hang kettle nolder^. 


Kitchen Aprons, 
Kitchen aprons of the same mate- 
rial as your wash dresses always look 
neater than those made of some other 
stuff, says a contributor to the La- 
dles Home Journal.

CRIMINAL 
TRIAL^ 
IN 
ITALY 


System 
There, Though 
Simple, 
Dlf 
fcrs Radlcaiiy From That in 
Thia 
Country. 


A FEDERAL HEALTH 
BOARD. 


The reports In American papers ov 
the trial of tho Camorrists at Viterbo 
have made many people wonder If 
there is any system at all about crim- 
inal trials, and if there is, what the 
system is like. 
There is a system, 
and a very simple one it Is, though ut- 
terly different from that which gov- 
erns procedure in American or Eng- 
lish courts, says an exchange. 


The trial takes place before three 
judges and a jury, to which are added 
a certain number of extra jurors who 
are sworn and are present In court to 
hear 
the testimony, and 
are 
held 
ready to take tho place in the jury 
box of any juror who may in 
tho 
course of the trial be incapacitated 
from further service. 
The depositions 
of all tho witnesses have been taken 
in writing and signed before tho trial 
begins. Each of tho judges has a copy 
of those before him. 
Tho prosecutor 
and tho counsel for the accused fur- 
nish to the court a list of the wit- 
nesses they desire called, and 
these 
are simimoned all by the court, which 
has power to punish nonattendance. 
, The first thing that happens when 
i h e trial begins is the questioning of 
the accused by the presiding Justice. 
In Italy, as In most of 
continental 
Europe, a man accused of a crime is 
considered by the law to be tho very 
best witness to his own guilt or inno- 
cence. 
In England and America tho 
accused need not testify unless 
he 
choose. 
In Italy he is the first and 
most important witness. 


The accused Is allowed the widest 
scope In defending himself. 
Ho has 
a right to tell his own story in his 
own way, to offer anything he can in 
the way of justification or palliation; 
even hearsay evidence is admissible. 
The judge has absolute discretion as 
to what testimony may be received 
and what excluded, and any 
judge 
who exercised this discretion unfairly 
would be an object of execration. Bins 
on the part of one judge Is possible, 
but there are always the other two 
judges on the bench with him, and 
they are a perfect chock against un- 
fairness. 


When the accused has given his tes- 
timony 
he is confronted 
personally 
with 
his 
accuser. 
Tho 
accuser Is 
necessarily 
the 
principal 
witness 
against him. 
Strictly speaking, 
the 
prisoner has no right to interrupt his 
accuser, while the latter is telling his 
story, but in practice the judges per- 
mit it, and the confrontation some- 
times becomes a three-cornered 
de- 
bate between 
accuser, accused 
and 
judge, the latter giving the accused 
the widest leeway to demonstrate his 
innocence,—Case and Comment. 


Price of Damnation. 


Judge Hiram C. Flack of West Lib- 
erty said the other day. speaking of 
the notorious disfranchised vote sellers 
of his native Ohio: 


"Some of these men, I understand, 
even claimed they did not know it was 
wrong to sell one's vote. 
They were 
worse than the voters of Cashel. 


"All the voters of Cashel used to sell 
their votes, and a reform 
candidate 
once got the preachers of the town 
to preach against tho sin of such scan- 
dalous conduct. 


"The 
day 
after 
the 
sermons the 
reform 
candidate 
said 
to 
a party 
leader: 


"•Well, how will the election go?' 
"'It will be close and difficult and ex- 
pensive, 
sir,' was tho 
reply.

"'Well,' said the party leader, 'the 
boys didn't understand that vote sell- 
ing was a sin before and they always 
let their votes go at two dollars apiece; 
but now they know eternal perdition

It is gratifying to note that the bill 
for the creation of a federal health, 
board will not be allowed to pass with- 
out & protest 
Reports of organized 
resistance come from all parts of t h * 
country, and It may be that the oppo- 
sition will soon bo sufllclently soiidi» 
fled to defeat a project that promise« 
infinite mischief for the 
community, 
and suffering and injustice for the in- 
divldaU 


The proposal is baaed upon tho«« 
specious claims that are notoriously 
hard to controvert. 
If a federal health 
board wore to confine its activities to 
the promulgation of salutary 
advice 
upon hygienic matters, to the abate- 
ment of quackery, and to the purity of 
drugs, it anight be possible 
to 
much In Its favor, although it w n i d 
still be difllcult to say that suc^ an 
organization is needed. 
But we k r ^ ^ 
that it will attempt to do far m »re 
than this, seeing that its 
adher^nta 
have loudly proclaimed their 
Intpn- 
tions. 
Indeed, there Is 
no 
secrf^-v 
about them. 
It la confidently exported 
that the board will consist of advo- 
cates of one school of medicine ^niy 
and that the methods of that 6rho<il 
will be not only recommended, 
but 
enforced upon the nation. 
Indeed 
a 
bo¿»rd that was in any way representa- 
tivo of the medical profession as a 
whole would be stultified by Its owa 
disagreements. 
Outside the dommltt 
of simple hygiene, for which we need 
no federal board at all, there 1« no 
single point of medical practice upon 
which allopaths, homeopaths, eclectics 
and osteopaths could be in 
unison- 
Any board that could be devised by 
the wit of man must be composed of 
representatives of one school 
only, 
and this means that all other schooU 
are branded as of an inferior caste, 
even though nothing worse happened 
to them. 
And something worse wouid 
happen to them. If wo are to estábil ah 
a school of medicine, If we are to as- 
sert that tho government of the I'nit- 
ed States favors one variety of prac- 
tice more than others, why not estab- 
lish also a sect of religion and be- 
stow 
special 
authorities 
upon Hap- 
tists, Methodists and 
EplscopaDanaT 
An established school 
of 
rellgi<'u» 
conjecture seems somewhat less 
ob- 
jectionable than an established 
sect 
of pseudo-scientific conjecture. 


Those who suppose that a federal 
board of health would have no concern 
with individual rights are likely . to 
find themselves undeceived. 
It is for 
the purpose of interfering with indi- 
vidual rights that the proposal 
baa 
been made. 
We need no 
special 
knowledge of conditions to be aware 
that what may be called unorthodox 
methods of healing have made sad in- 
roads into the orthodox. 
Homeopathy 
claims a vast number of 
adherents 
who are just aa well educated and just 
as intelligent as those who adhere to 
tho older school. 
Osteopathy, eclecti- 
cism, and half a dozen other methods 
of practice are certainly not 
losing 
ground. 
Beyond them la the vast and 
Increasing army of those who may be 
classed under the general and vague 
name of mental healera. 
Those who 
are addicted to any of these forms of 
unorthodoxy need have no doubt aa 
to the purposes of the federal health 
board. 
Those purposes are to make 
it dlillcult for them to follow 
their 
particular fads and fancies, to lead 
them, and if necessary to drive them, 
from medical unorthodoxy to medical 
orthodoxy. 
^ 


Now the Argonaut holds no brief 
for any of the excesses and the super- 
stitions connected with the care of tho 
body in which this age la ao rife.

for the common sense of the commu- 
nity to rebuke that effort and to re- 
pel an unwarranted invasion upon ele-

All dur- 
ing the years that Dr. Sun has been 
arousing his countrymen to longings 
for a newer and freer national life 
and organizing for it the people of Ha- 
waii have looked on him as a profes- 
sional adventurer, careful of his own 
safety while exploiting the rising pa- 
triotism of his compatriots. 


From time to time for years past 
have como reports 
of 
uprisings 
in 
China, some of them of formidable 
promise, said to be the result of hii 
propaganda. 
Each report of the kind 
has brought out in some of the Hono- 
lulu papers sarcastic or satirical para- 
graphs, describing 
him 
as 
a 
long- 
range revolutionist and a patriot for 
revenue.

After finishing his preparatory 
schooling he entered Washington and

of 1869. 
In 1873 he wijs ordained a minister In the Presbyterian church of 
Wheeling, W, Va. 
In January, 1882, he became president of Washington and 
Jefferson. 


When Dr. Moffat began his work 30 years ago the college had no scien- 
tific laboratories, no gymnasium, no library, no athletic field, all of which 
things it now possesses. 
The endowment when Dr. Moffat took charge was 
less than $200,000. 
Today the endowment fund is more than $640,000 with 
plans well undet- way for the raising of a $1,000,000 endowment fund.
